It would havb beoo Btrango Indeed 
if 'The Qunlifioation ntid Registration 
Ot Voters' Act 1871' bad survived with- 
ontaoacnti merit tho lirat BO-aionol a freo 
Parliament. Anticipating tbe popular 
wnntj 68 thoy have been eingularly 
fortunate in doingio rcoat maltors, tho 
Ministry bave nndortoken to cure bodio 
of the defects and remove rome of the 
of the blomiebe, ot Ihot Act. The 
Amendmont Act os it came from the 
Ministerial Lands, provided (1-t) tor 
tbo appointment of two or more Jftegu* 
trasfor any electoral District, aud for 
the creation ot Polling DitWow within 
the s»mo ; B ab*tiiutea the 20Lb July for 
thr 25th July for tbo publication by tho 
Collectors of the Voter's List J substi- 
tutes 'between tbe M day of August 
and the la*td«y of August inclusive- 
tor 'between tbe 10th cby of August 
and the last day of September inclosive' 
as the time tor holding tbo Courts of 
Revision, and red aces Ibctune of notice 
of holding feeta Courts from un dtji to 
five days ; substitutes the 14th bep- 
temoer lor the last day of Ootobsr us 
tho date limiting tbo holding of Courts 
ot Revision ; substitutes tbo 3Lst 
August for tho l4tb September as 
tbe day fixod for doiivery of Kovuod 
Lists to Returning Officer j BUbstUotes 
the 31st August for l4tb September 
astbe datoaficr which Buy election may 
take pluco,— It will bo Been that these 
changes conspire to enable elections to 
bo hold at nn earlier date thau forraor- 
]y, aud otherwise facilitate iho process 
in larger Diftriols. It must bo oouless- 
ed. however, tho gain in time is i.otvery 
great. In renpeet ot section 3 ot tbo 
old Act fixing the qualification of vot- 
ers the iollowirg ctiungoa are- mudo : 
—The value of freehold cstato is ro 
duoed from two hundred and fifty to 
one luQdred and fifty dollars ; the an- 
Dual value ot louseboid estate fiom forty 
to twenty dollar* ; the animal valuo of 
loasehold from lorty to twenty ; the 
annual payment for lodgings from 
iorly to twenty dollars } ai.d for boird 
and lodging from two hundred to one 
hundreddollars. It will thus bo seen 
that, with the exceptiou of freehold, 
tbe standard has been reduced juotone- 
ha!f, Tho only other changes rnado in 
this section aro tho introduction of tho 
words 'any bona fide resideut in tho 
Electoral Districts of Uartboo or of 
Kootonay' qualifying the holding ot a 
Freo Miner's Lioonte, and the exempt- 
ion of the Freo Miner from tbo condition 
cf possesion ot qualification for three 
months prior to making upplication to 
be placed ou tbe Voter's List. These 
ohaogeB %re all, us it ap'ioara to us, 
in the right dirootion ; but they do not 
go quite far enough.
